[using HF Nets to Achieve WAS and Other Awards, Thor K5AGE 


There are HF nets that can help you obtain the ARRL Worked All States award in minimum 
time without high power or a big antenna. The 3905 Century Club and the HHH nets are 
dedicated to this purpose and they both offer many special awards of their own. 


The HHH net operates a 40 meter SSB net and the 3905 Century Club operates nets on 20, 40, 
80 and 160 meters using SSB, CW, RTTY and PSK-31. Both nets operate efficient QSL Bureaus 
where you can expect to receive your QSL cards in a couple of weeks. 


Operation of the two nets is N E E F 0) (% U S essentially the same. The net will 
start with the net controller putting out a call for check-ins by 


call area starting with the call area corresponding with the day of the month in GMT time. 
Stations wishing to check-in announce their call sign and state when the call area that they are 
located in is requested by the net controller. There will usually be a small pile up after the first 
invitation for check-ins and then the net controller will start acknowledging the stations that 
were copied. The net controller assigns a unique check-in number to each station when they 
are acknowledged and may ask for additional information such as name and QTH. 


The process continues until all stations in all call areas are checked in. You should make notes 
during the check-in process of the stations that you wish to contact and their signal reports. 
Next, the net controller will make announcements and then begin inviting stations to make 
calls in the order of their check-in number. 


When your number is called you can make a call to another station, pass or “go up for grabs’. 
You should give a signal report when you make a call or explain that you will “give a report on 
the over”. If the called station copies your call and report, they will acknowledge your signal 
report and then give you your signal report. You should then confirm the signal report that you 
received and then return control to the net controller with a “back to net” announcement. 
Contacts are only valid if both stations correctly copy the calling station’s call sign and the 
signal report that was sent. The net controller will notify the stations if they do not correctly 
confirm their contact and will usually give them another opportunity if the net is not busy. 


The HHH net is for night owls and starts every night at 07:00 GMT on 7.235 MHz using SSB. 
The net was founded in 1976 by W2LTP, Hank Greenberg, and is open to all licensed amateurs. 
Lifetime membership is available to those who receive the HHH WAS award. More information 
is available at www.hhhnet.net. 


The 3905 Century Club was founded in 1977 as a75 meter net operating at 3.905 MHz SSB 
every evening. Today there are 12 nets operating on 160 through 20 meters using SSB, CW, 
RITY and PSK-31. The most popular nets are SSB operating at 3.904 MHz starting at 02:00 
and 05:00 GMT and at 7233.5 MHz or 7238.5 MHz, depending on QRM, starting at 00:00 and 
04:00 GMT. The nets and QSL Bureaus are open to all licensed amateurs. More information is 
available at www.3905ccn.com.

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FIELD DAY 2002: What Is It? . 


Field Day is an exercise designed to give amateur radio an opportunity to test its emergency a) 
preparedness. This is accomplished by having stations/ groups work as many stations as 

possible on any and all amateur bands (excluding the 30, 17 and 12-meter bands) and in doing 

so to learn to operate in abnormal situations in less than optimal conditions. A premium is 

placed on developing skills to meet the challenges of emergency preparedness as well as to 

acquaint the general public with the capabilities of Amateur Radio. 


Field Day is held the fourth full weekend of June, beginning at 1800 UTC Saturday (11:00 am PDT) and 
ending at 2100 UTC Sunday (2:00 pm PDT). Field Day 2002 will be held June 22-23, 2002. OTVARC is 
planning to participate at Willamette Mission State Park. 


Field Day entries are classified according to the maximum number of simultaneously 
transmitted signals, followed by a designator describing the nature of the individual or group 
participation. Below 30 MHz, once a transmitter is used for a contact on a band, it must remain 
on that band for at least 15 minutes. During the period, the transmitter is considered to be 
transmitting, whether it is or not, for the purpose of determining transmitter classification. 


Class A Entries are Club groups (or a non-club group with three or more licensed amateurs) set up 

specifically for Field Day. Stations must be located in places that are not regular station locations and must 

not use facilities installed for permanent station use, or use any structure installed permanently for Field Day 

use. Stations must operate under one call sign. Class A-Battery Entries are Club groups set up 

specifically for Field Day, all contacts must be made using an output power of 5 W or less and the power 

source must be something other than commercial power mains or motor-driven generator (eg: batteries, 

solar cells, water-driven generator). Other provisions are the same for regular Class A. ~ 


Class B Entries are one or two person portable non-club stations set up and operated for Field Day purposes 
by no more than two licensed amateurs. Other provisions are the same for Class A. One and two person 
Class B entries will be listed separately. 


Class B Battery Entries are one or two person portable 
non-club stations set up and operated by no more than 
two licensed amateurs. All contacts must be made using 
an output power of 5 W or less and the power source 
must be something other than commercial mains or 
motor-driven generator. Other provisions are the same 
as Class A. One and two person Class B-Battery entries 
will be listed separately.

Class E Home Emergency power entries are the same as class D, but using emergency power for 
transmitters and receivers. May work stations in Class A, B, C, D, and E. 


Stations in ARRL/RAC sections will exchange their Field Day operating Class and ARRL/RAC section. 
Example: a three transmitter class A three transmitter station in Oregon which also has a Novice/Technician 
(HF) station and one VHF station would send "3A OR" on CW or "3 Alpha Oregon" on 

phone. DX stations send operating class and the term DX (ie 2A DX). 


A Field Day Class A Entry with two or more transmitters may have a “Get On The Air” Station (GOTA) in 
addition to their regular transmitters. The GOTA is operated by Novice, Technician or inactive hams under 
their own operating privileges. GOTA stations may also operate under the privileges of a control operator. 
Non-licensed operators may operate under the direction of a control operator. 


A Field Day Class A Entry with two or more transmitters may have a VHF/UHF station in addition to their 
regular transmitters. 


Demonstration and Satellite Stations may be added to the Field Day complement without changing the class 

of operation. Bonus points are available for media exposure, public information table, a visit to the site of 
operation by a government official or other representative of a served agency. One hundred points are 

awarded for operation in a public location. Have fun! Field Day is one of the great days for ham radio. ~

1) Object: To work as many amateur stations as possible in as many different 5-digit ZIP codes as possible, using 147.54 FM 
simplex. 
2) Contest Period: 2000 local through 2100 local, Wednesday, May 29, 2002 (8:00 — 9:00 PM PDT). 
3) Categories: 
A) Single Operator: One person performs all operating and logging functions. 
B) Single Operator QRP: Same as (A) with a power limitation of 5 watts. 
C) Multi-operator: More than one person performing operating and logging functions. 
4) Exchange: Operating 5-digit ZIP Code and Station Category. 
5) Scoring: 
A) QSO points: Count one (1) point for each complete single operator or multi-operator QSO. Count two (2) points 
for each complete single operator QRP contact. 
B) Multiplier: The total number of 5-digit ZIP codes worked, 
C) Total score: Multiply the total number of QSO points by the multiplier. 
6) Miscellaneous: 
A) Partial QSOs do not count. Both calls, the full exchange, and acknowledgement must be sent and received. 
B) While no minimum distance is specified for contacts, equipment should be capable of real 
communications (ie. able to communicate over at least 1 km.), 
C) Use of repeaters and telephones to coordinate contacts is not allowed. 
D) Rovers are not allowed as entries in the contest. Mobile stations can be contacted by 
stations in the contest, Mobile stations will not have a ZIP code and will not count toward the 
multiplier count, 
E) Only one call may be used by any station. 
7) Reporting: 
A) Entries must be delivered to the contest organizers at or before the June 12, 2002 OTVARC 
club meeting. (to: Jim Schaeffer, KB7ADH), or by mail to the Club Post Office Address. 
B) Entries must be made on log sheets showing time of QSO, Call, Zip Code and Contest Category. 
8) | Awards: 
A) Certificates will be awarded for the top points winner in each station category. 
B) Awards will be made at the club meeting July 10, 2002.
